Both cats were brought back from 
Venezuela, and we had a terrific time 
with them. We have been here one and 
a half years and have allowed the cats 
out only on a leash. Have just heard our 
next assignment may be Brazil. 

If there are any readers who have 
travelled abroad with their cats I would 
appreciate any advice—inoculations are 
the first difficulty. Can we give them a 
narcotic before taking them to the vet- 
erinarian? I bear a horrible scar from 
the last bout we had in Venezuela in 
order to be allowed to bring them to the 
United States. 


We have their carriers and cages (one 
each), and will make the trip by car to 
the Port of Embarcation, thence by ship 
to Brazil, some 15 days aboard.

It was early fall in Fairbanks when I 
came home one day with a homeless 
black kitten. Bud, my husband, was 
dubious about adding a cat to the sled 
dogs and the incredibly long list of 
necessary supplies and gear already 
packed and waiting to be hauled on our 
jeep and trailer. Early in the summer we 
had purchased the five malemutes and 
had eagerly been anticipating the coming 
winter when we would occupy a remote 
wilderness cabin, rented for the trapping 
season, and begin a way of living we had 
left the crowded cities of Southern Cali- 
fornia purposely to try. 

The awaited day at last arrived and 
all the bustle of last minute packing and 
loading the jeep and trailer. The dogs 
were led up one at a time and put in be- 
hind the two front seats on boxes and 
gear where four of them could just man- 
age to lay side by side and we put the 
smallest, the gentle female between us 
on the front seat.

All went well until late evening when 
we camped in an old shelter cabin along 
the highway. The dogs were tied to near- 
by trees but I was worried lest the cat 
wander away in these strange surround- 
ings, so I lifted a loose floor board of 
the cabin and set her on dry ground un- 
derneath, trusting she would come back 
into the room when she finished her 
chore. Instead she found a small hole and 
squeezed herself through to investigate 
what lay beyond the protecting walls of 
the cabin. Jim, the lead dog, had slipped 
his collar and Bud had left Keno, the 
pet, untied as he never ventured far from 
where Bud slept or worked.

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TIPS TO THE NOVICE FROM A NOVICE 


by Blanche Wolfram 


Perhaps the most enjoyable moment of 
Cat Breeding comes when after the kit- 
tens are born, the new mother looks up 
at you with love in her eyes, as if she 
were thanking you for the help given in 
her time of need. Yes, this may sound 
just a bit strange. While there are many 
schools of thought on the matter, this 
writer feels that the breeder should do 
all she can to assist in the delivery of 
her cats’ babies. Some may say that it is 
too much trouble to sit around waiting 
for the “great event”; but to those who 
have done so, the pleasure received in 
doing is far greater than ever anti- 
cipated, even though, occasionally, the 
going gets rough. For, truly, the coming 
of kittens is second only to the attending 
of various shows to the breeder whose 
main interests lie in her cats. 

If you’ve never been a midwiie te 
your cats, then you certainly must try! 
Only, before that time comes there is 
much to be considered concerning the 
little girl you just have mated. 

After your queen has been mated, 
make sure that she receives an ample 
amount of exercise, being careful not to 
let her overdo herself. Do not allow her 
to do any jumping or get into a tussle 
with one of her playmates, for cats will 
be cats, and they often like to play with 
each other in a rough manner. Feed her 
normally, at first, for the early stages of 
growth following conception do not re- 
quire too much added nutrition. As time 
moves on, however, you will notice a 
slight physical change on the cat’s 
breasts. By the twenty-first day following 
her mating, the nipples will have en- 
larged and will have changed from the 
normal skin color to a deep pink. Now 
is the time to increase the diet but ex- 
treme caution must be used to make sure 
that she is not overfed. Overfeeding 
causes the kittens to grow quite large 
and the result might be the prevention of 
a normal birth. Besides, we’re only after 
kittens and not fully grown cats. 

Considerable trouble can be avoided in 
the breeding process if, on the day the 
little girl is mated, a calendar is marked 
as to the day the kits will arrive. Along 
about the 63rd or 65th day the births 
will take place. Your female will also 
give a few signs. As the time nears, she 
will begin to hunt for a place in which 
she wants to have her kittens. A “mater- 
nity cage” will be of considerable help 
here for it will confine the cat and also 
provide an easy place for assistance to 
be given. A proven maternity cage is a 
wire enclosure about twenty-four inches 
wide, thirty-six inches long, and eighteen 
inches high. A hinged top gives an easy 
access to the interior and a 1” x 2” wire 
mesh provides a very adequate covering. 
In the maternity cage a cardboard box 
can be placed, one just big enough for 
the future mother to lie down. News- 
paper can be used in the box, and, after 
each kitten is born, more paper inserted— 


this keeps the mother from worrying 
about cleaning up. 

As the time for the kits to arrive 
comes near at hand, the cat will refuse 
her regular food and her eyes will give 
the appearance of having become dilated. 
A look at the vulva will show signs of 
dilatation. And as zero hour approaches 
panting will begin as if the animal were 
very warm. In a short time labor pains 
will begin and now it is time to watch 
for the water to break for the kits are 
on their way. The water breaking marks 
their progress and they will follow a 
short while later. 

When the long awaited moment comes 
the mother will begin to bear down in 
earnest and out will come the first kitten. 
Look to see if the mother immediately 
clears away the sack over the kitten’s 
head. If not, take a piece of cloth or 
tissue paper and wipe it away. Also, 
should the mother not cut the naval cord, 
do so with a pair of sterilized scissors 
about three-fourths of an inch from the 
kitten. Take the newly born kitten from 
the mother and dry it quickly, rubbing it 
a little to make sure it breathes and 
comes to life in good order. Another 
small cardboard box partially covered 
and containing a heating pad or a hot 
water bottle can be used to dry the kit- 
tens and keep them warm. 

While you are caring for the new kit- 
ten, the afterbirth will come and the 
mother will eat it. Keep track of the 
number she eats, allowing her to at least 
eat two or three, for this will help her 
milk to flow. If all goes well it is about 
twenty to thirty minutes between each 
birth, but, of course, this will vary quite 
often. 

After all of the kittens are born, give 
them back to the mother, and also give 
her fresh water and plenty to eat for by 
now she is mighty hungry. If during the 
time of the births she would want her 
charges let her have them and take them 
away when another begins to arrive. 

Thus far we have been concerned with 
normal births. However, a number of 
births will often occur and cause some 
unwarranted trouble. For this one must 
be prepared. 

A normal birth is head first. If the 
mother has a breech birth, that is to say 
hind quarters first, it becomes much 
harder to deliver. The cat will cry 
loudly in pain and want to run about in 
a circle. Keep her as quiet as possible 
by caressing her and talking to her, all 
the while holding the half emerged kit- 
ten. Watch when she bears down and 
then gently remove the kitten. While 
this sounds very complicated it happens 
in about twenty seconds time. 


Once in a while a cat is so strong that 
when she bears down the kitten pops out 
causing the navel to rupture because the 
afterbirth is not able to escape. If this 
happens the internal organs of the kitten 
will come through the rupture. It is next

to impossible to save a kitten in such a 
condition and it is best to put it out of 
its misery by putting it asleep with 
chloroform. 

If one of the kittens does not respond 
to life in the proper amount of time, take 
it and rough it up a bit. Blow into its 
little mouth, using artifiical respiration 
by gently squeezing and relaxing its 
chest. Sometimes that certain something 
that starts life is delayed and it is up to 
you to help it to get going. The birth of 
kittens closely follows that of humans, 
and many of the troubles found in the 
birth of a human are also found in the 
birth of kittens. 

Perhaps due to an injury or for an- 
other reason a kitten may be dead in the 
tract. This causes much trouble for the 
mother as it is hard for her to expel 
such a kitten and much more time and 
effort will be involved on her part. 

Keep in touch with your local Veter- 
inarian and let him know when you are 
expecting the arrivals. If you notice that 
all is not well take the expectant mother 
to him and he will advise you what must 
be done. Perhaps the kittens are too 
large for the pelvis of the mother. It 
may be that two are caught or some 
other reason prevents a normal delivery. 
Then he will advise a Caesarian section. 
Arrange to be there during this opera- 
tion for it is quite a job and you can 
take care of the kits while he continues 
with his task. When the operation is 
finished, take the mother and the’ kittens 
home for you will have more time than 
he to take care of them. 

Invariably a cat that has had a Caes- 
arian will not have milk for the kittens, 
so it is good to keep a check with your 
friends as to the one that has a nursing 
cat. A cat that already has kittens will 
probably take yours without any diffi- 
culty at all. Just rub the new kittens 
against her and place some of her milk 
over them so that she will think that they 
are just some of hers that were mis- 
placed and begin to wash them. In the 
event that a nursing cat is not available, 
the job of nursing becomes yours. A 
good formula for feeding them is one 
tablespoon of Olac to one and one half 
ounces of water. Feed this in a warmed 
condition every two hours. It is also 
necessary to take a piece of cotton and 
gently rub the waste organs of each kit- 
ten to make them function, doing this 
after each feeding. 

At four weeks kittens can be weaned. A 
good starting diet can consist of Pablum 
with canned milk, canned strained baby 
meats, and fresh horse meat. Use some 
of the mixture of vitamins and minerals 
that are on the market with the horse 
meat. If loose bowels develop, stop 
giving the milk but be sure to give fresh 
water. 

Well, now you're an official midwife 
and you'll have to agree that it was a 
wonderful experience. Just be careful 
not to be afraid or to get too excited 
for your mother-to-be will sense this

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IN PRAISE OF THE TOM CAT

A few nights ago I was awakened 
from fairly sound slumber by the mellow 
yodel of a romantic tomeat. Being a 
reasonable person I will readily admit 
that the song of the tomcat has not been 
generally held in any very high esteem. 
Nevertheless, it is impossible to be clever 
in everything and so I suppose we may 
concede him to be a failure in this field. 
However, his song is at least as good 
as that of the gander though I doubt 
this comparison does him very great 
honor. 

That the tomcat is a most lordly crea- 
ture admits of no doubt and I rise at this 
point to state a few things in his favor 
which may have been overlooked by 
those of my brethren having somewhat 
less astuteness. To begin with, the tom- 
cat is a lord of derring-do; a creature 
ot chivalry withal, and I further main- 
tain that he is exactly what every man 
would like to be, but cannot, for rea- 
sons which I shall presently state, ever 
be at all. To hedge or equivocate in this 
matter is only to be silly and this is a 
thing which I must refuse to do. 

From time immemorial, yes, through 
many centuries, the tomcat has been a 
profound student in three noble arts 
which have always commanded the es- 
teem of men. When I state the nature 
of these arts you will marvel that you 
did not think of them yourself. 

We can do no better than to begin 
with the art of war. Unlike mankind, 
however, the tomcat wages civilized war 
and | mean by this that he does not 
slaughter his opponent. It thus arises 
that he learns continually and emerges a 
bit wiser from every conflict. Further, 
and this is another point of admiration, 
he does not need the benefit of alcohol to 
urge him into the field of gory combat. 
Beaten he may be, and frequently is, 
but he takes his beatings like a gentle- 
man and does not weep for victories 
that he might have won or offer excuses 
for fights which went against him. No, 
the tomcat does none of these things but 
is in battle a warrior without reproach. 

The second great art which he studies 
is the art of making love. It may as well 
be noted here that he is not tied down 
to one miserable female as generally 
transpires in the world of men. The idea 
that a male should be limited to a single 
one of his species would probably strike 
him as being so ludicrous as to make 
him curl his whiskers in fine scorn. 
And he does not have love given him, 
so to speak, on a silver platter. No, he 
must go forth and do knightly battle to 
obtain the favor of his lady love. It 
needs no argument to show that this is 
a way of life which should be most 
highly commended. 

The third great art which he studies 
is that of hunting. The first lessons 
given in this field are taught to him by 
his mother but all rats and mice could 
probably testify that he continues to 


acquire wisdom in this field to the 
very end of his life. His hunting 
ability not only keeps him in very fine 
fettle but also provides him with pro- 
vender which he is not obliged to share 
with any of his species. 

I may here observe that the tomcat is 
a true philosopher. The fact that other 
tomcats get more and better females; 
that some are better at hunting and get 
more rats and mice; that some can outdo 
him in a fight, will not cause him to 
lese as much as one moment of sleep. 
No, the tomcat spends no time in foolish 
envy of his brothers but is well enough 
satisfied to live and let live. You hear 
men talk a great deal about these things 
but you will also notice that they are 
very careful not to put such pursuits 
into actual practice. 

Thus far I have spoken of the male. 
Let me here say that his feminine con- 
sort sets an example which is¢so laud- 
able as to arouse the utmost in admira- 
tion. I refer to the fact that the female 
scorns to burden the lordly male with 
the care of her numerous progeny and 
thus leaves him entirely free for study 
and contemplation. And this, I main- 
tain, is exactly as it should be, but is 
not, in human affairs. The female is an 
absolute model of domestic propriety. 
She generally treats her male and female 
kittens exactly alike;; rarely shows 
favoritism of any kind; teaches them 
whatever kittens should be taught, and 
even sings them to sleep. Can as much 
always be said for the human female? 

She is also fortunate in the matter of 
love. Do you suppose that she has to put 
up with the same old tomcat year in 
and year out? Nothing of the kind! She 
does indeed have plenty of variety in her 
moments of amorous delight. She may 
not be exactly prepossessing in her per- 
sonal appearance; her fur may not be 
of the best; she may have two eyes 
unlike in color; she may have a breath 
too strong from eating overmuch of 
fish, but this means nothing to the 
tomcat. When she is entitled to love, she is 
entitled to love and the fact that she is 
less than beautiful will not make a par- 
ticle of difference. It stems from this 
that the tomcat is a creature of most 
benevolent sort since he scorns no female 
of any kind, either of high or lowly sta- 
tion. 

Oh, ye human females! Does this not 
cause you to be stricken with an absolute 
greenness of envy? Would you not love 
to have the whole of the masculine world 
at your feet with men doing valiant 
battle on your behalf! 

Therefore do I salute the noble and 
benevolent brotherhood of tomcats. You 
are indeed a swashbuckling fraternity 
and may your days in the land be long 
and many! I cannot lead your kind of 
life; I only wish I could.

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SPARE THE ROD 


Do not punish a cat; it is cruel and 


seldom accomplishes any permanent good.: 


Look into the eyes of a cat that is 
slapped for one thing and another and 
you will find a scared, wary look. The 
cat that is humored and _ understood 
never has this look. 

If your kitten bites and scratches 
when you handle her, put her down at 
once and give her something to play 
with. She will soon understand that 
ciaws and teeth are for inanimate ob- 
jects and not for humans. Do not let 
anyone tease your cat. It spoils her dis- 
position and some day she may turn on 
the one she loves in pure exasperation. 

It is natural for a cat to climb on high 
places such as tables and mantles, to 
take food that is carelessly left exposed, 
to catch mice and - birds. There is no 
known cure for the latter addiction. The 
number of birds that the well-cared for 
house-cat catches a season is relatively 
small and so she should not be censured 
since she has no way of knowing that 
humans prefer birds to mice. She is 
simply following her instincts to catch 
anything that is small and moves quickly. 

It may help, when your cat brings a 
bird to you - as she usually will do, to 
take it from her and scold her. She will 
recognize the tone of your voice and is 
less apt to specialize in birds. When she 
brings a mouse, pet and praise her. At

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first she will not want to give up the 
mouse even though dead, but if you can 
trick her into dropping it, take it away 
and dispose of it. Soon she will bring 
them in and leave them for you to see 
and not get the habit of eating them 
which is likely to make her sick. If you 
are squeamish about picking up a dead 
mouse by its tail, sweep it up in a dust- 
pan or place a box over it and let some- 
one else do it. 

If your cat gets on a table where you 
do not want her to be, say to her over 
ard over, “no,” and “get down.” Then 
take her down. After many repetitions 
she will not jump on that particlar table 
or if she does she will get down at your 
tirm command.

Cats Question Box 


Conducted by E. A. Renaux, D. V. M. 

Just a year ago -we got a blue part-Persian six months old 
kitten. In a few weeks we noticed he had round worms, con- 
sulted a veterinarian who gave us a worm pill to give him, 
with instructions to starve him 24 hours previous to dosage. 
This we did. The pill was so potent it almost killed the kit- 
ten! But in spite of this in a few months we noticed he still 
had the worms. So we consulted another vet. who gave us 
instructions to starve him for 36 hours previous to dosage and 
to give the capsules exactly 10 days apart. We complied with 
this explicity. Several months have gone by and he apparently 
was rid of the worms. But just this week he has started 
coughing sightly again and today I noticed he had expelled 
several worms in his sand box. 

Can we ever permanently rid him of these worms? They 
apparently don’t harm him as he is plump, fur is sleek and 
thick, and he is full of pep and energy (too much so some- 
times !). |

Some pets seem to have an affinity for parasites. I know 
of several instances where all cats but one would be free of 
worms, and periodic treatment to remove them was necessary. 
Many times a “stalemate” will be in effect—the cat cannot be 
freed of the worms, but the worms do not appear able to harm 
the cat. There is a method of giving a medication in small 
doses for three to five days without any fasting. 

I have been trying to find some safe spray, to use for fleas 
in my cats’ quarters, and some lady has recommended lin- 
dane. Is it safe? Are the preparations advertised in Cats 
Magazine safe? Especially where you have a number of pets 
together. —Mrs. A. B. B., Corinth, Miss. 

It would be well to avoid lindane or chlordane where there 
are cats. There are sprays containing pyrethrins that are safe 
to use on bedding, quarters, rugs. The information supplied 
by the manufacturers to the Magazine does indicate that the 
preparations are safe. 

“ Our male cat began to lose control of his hind legs—al- 
though he is only a year and a half old. The veterinarian gave 
him a shot of penicillin and said that he must have fallen. 
After a day or two he stiffened out and started crying so we 
sent for the doctor and he said that the symptoms then showed 
a growth on the brain. Injections were started and powder 
in capsules was given to attempt to reduce the growth. Re- 
covery was amazing, he stopped suffering, regained use of legs, 
but we decided he had gone blind. The doctor said that it 
might be from the strong medicine—to wash his eyes with 
boric acid and apply penicillin ointment to eyes and in time 
the sight might return. However, do you know of anything 
else we could do or use to help?

The use of Vit. A, 25,000 units daily and Riboflavin, 5 mg. 
daily might help to improve or clear up the eye condition.

ALONE IN ALASKA 


gone several days longer than contem- 
plated. We had cut up an abundant sup- 
ply of meat and tallow to leave for her 
in the sturdy shed where one small hole 
served allowing only a smal] animal ad- 
mittance. I had to return to the city on 
business and Bud returned to the cabin 
alone after one particularly difficult rtip 
when deep snows completely covered the 
trail, making it almost impossible to 
travel and for the dogs to pull the heavy 
sled even with Bud’s help so he had trail 
to break the entire forty miles.

Two weeks later when we arrived at 
the cabin a friend was sitting there and 
had seen our cat the day he arrived.

She hissed a warning at his pup, 
drank the milk he set out for her, fol- 
lowed him around awhile, and then she 
was gone. He had been there a few days 
but had not seen her again. I walked far 
out into the woods in many directions 
calling as I went but to no avail. A few 
days later we discovered unmistakable 
cat tracks many miles from the cabin on 
the old road heading in the direction of 
the last cabin. In shaded areas where 
the sun had not yet blurred them, we 
found more distinct paw prints in the 
snow unquestionably made by Charm 
and all leading in the same direction. I 
feel certain she was going back to see if 
we had moved to that cabin without her. 
Many days had elapsed since the tracks 
were made and there still remained huge 
snowdrifts in canyons sheltered from the 
sun’s melting rays and a washed out 
bridge making it impossible to drive and 
too much bare gravel on the road for 
the dog sled, also it was unlikely she was 
able to peregrinate those thirty-four 
miles unharmed, what with foxes, wol- 
verine, and an occasional wolf always 
on the prowl. We had to report for work 
the next morning on a summer job so it 
was another two weeks before we man- 
aged a day off and visited the cabin.

Do animals 
feel the same intensity of loneliness and 
disappointment that people do? She must 
have been back here awhile as she was 
rested and fat and showed no visible 
effects of the recent long trip, seemingly 
accustomed to being alone. 

At our summer residence, a huge black 
tom cat found her unfriendly attitude 
and hissing, spitting reception to his ges- 
tures of friendship onlly fallacy and be- 
fore the summer was gone, Charm 
proudly let us know she was to become 
a mother. Later a litter of six black kit- 
tens romped across our bed at night, 
raced underfoot, swung on the curtains, 
and displayed their talents at finding any- 
thing put away from their sharp, des- 
tructive little claws. Through it all she 
was a patient contented mother ruling 
her brood like a queen, and teaching them 
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many things. She was lightning-quick 
ebony fury if a dog threatened danger 
to one of her babies. Once, while pro- 
tecting one of her too-venturesome little 
off-spring, a neighbor’s malemute am- 
bushed her and only the quick surprise 
of a shouted command co-inciding with 
a resounding smack made the dog re- 
lease her unharmed.

Unlike his mother though, 
and as so often happens to cats who are 
reared in the vicinity of the malemutes, 
or Alaska Huskies, his life was not as 
long and eventful. 

Charm was content to nap again un- 
molested by the playful antics of her late 
charges and felt her duty to them ful- 
filled since they were nearly grown cats 
before leaving her for other homes. 

Another year passed harmoniously and 
the sybaritic fastidious lady slept away 
contented hours at the foot of our bed 
accepting her daily quota of milk or 
roaming far and wide hunting the woods 
or riding along on the dog sled whenever 
and wherever we went. 

Another Christmas was drawing close 
and we wanted to visit our friends and 
families in the States so took our dogs 
and Charm to a friend’s house who was 
to care for them until our return. Little 
did we realize she would not wait for us 
there and within a few days after our 
departure for the States, she returned 
those many miles to her own home ar- 
riving there as the coldest spell of the 
winter set in and temperatures dropped 
to fifty degrees below zero and held 
there too long for her to hunt food. On 
our return home in the early spring we 
found her curled up in her feather box 
over the kitchen door where she had 
gone to sleep trustfully awaiting our re- 
turn and the icy Northland winter 
claimed another victim but never, never 
will she be forgotten by either one of us.

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The Back Fenee... 


The Back Fence bows this month to 
the Richard Attridge editorial which ap- 
peared in the March 27, 1954, Saturday 
Evening Post. The publication of such 
an article in a major American magazine 
offers encouragement and hope for all 
serious cat lovers. 


A cat may look at a queen—or a king, 
or you or me—and probably won't think 
too much of any of us. A properly hum- 
ble human observer once summed it up, 
“A cat is a sovereign state with a tail.” 
Apart from the incidental point that 
some of the most regal cats don’t have 
tails, this epigram expresses pretty ac- 
curately the attitude of America’s twenty 
million or so cats toward us people who 
think we are running the country. The 
fact seems to be that while a dog is 
usually willing to accept human beings as 
equals, any cat—from the disdainfully 
fluffed-up Persian to the mauled-up ruler 
of the alley jungles—is absolutely certain 
that people are inferior animals. 


A lot of human beings have also sub- 
scribed to this cat’s-eye view, and through 
the ages some of the most highly intelli- 
gent and civilized nations have deified 
and worshipped cats, undoubtedly to the 
satisfaction of all concerned. There are, 
indeed, a good many reasons why cats 
should assume a natural superiority. This 
can readily be established by asking any 


honest man or woman who “owns” one. 


The cat probably comes as close as any 
living thing in our man-made world to 
being the physically perfect creature. Its 
swift slink, slow-motion stalk, incredibly 
competent and graceful springs, and its 
pound-for-pound strength, fighting power 
and physical co-ordination in general 
make the greatest human athlete who 
ever lived seem like a lumbering blun- 
derer. It’s true enough, too, on the esthe- 
tic side, that the cat, whose skeleton is 
not unlike our own, has a beauty of line, 
movement and utility against which even 
the Apollos and Aphodites of the Greeks 
appear awkward and stilted misfits. Men- 
tally and psychologically, of course, the 
cat is the least self-conscious, best ad- 
justed and most self-sufficient collection

There aren’t many feline “neurotics,” 
and cats generally take the rational view 
that most human beings when not 
serving the safe-and-sane purpose of 
providing fish, cream and catnip—should 
be locked up in strange attics. 

James and Macarthur (Longmans, 
Green), those delightful cats chronicled 
by Jenny Laird and illustrated to a cat’s 
taste by Peggy Bacon, describe the people 
who own the place as “the servants.” 
Emotionally, the cat is a_ calculating 
machine, motivated by the higher kind of 
intelligent self-interest — unerringly 
aware of what it wants and how to get it. 


Blessed with a fabulous sense of self- 
preservation and survival, the cat gen- 
erally adopts a live-and-let-live attitude 
toward its world. People who are not 
capable of understanding cats keep point- 
ing out that they kill birds. But cats ob- 
serve the natural process, and seldom 
kill more than they can eat. The average 
hack-yard bird-hunting cat, for example, 
would look with a superior contempt on 
the two titled British “sportsmen” who, 
all by themselves on a single day not so 
many years ago, slaughtered a “record 
bag of 3247 pheasants and partridges.” 


All the way from Cleopatra’s house- 
hold companions to Mehitabel and the 
kitten on any windowsill, the cat is a 
philosopher: serene in adversity and un- 
impressed by victory, a contemplative 
creature whose purr drowns out the 
alarms and excursions of our noisy hu- 
man world. And a cat is capable in its 
own way of affection for human beings 
and will give to people who are capable 
of appreciating it a slightly superior 
companionship.
